TOLD BY A SURVIVOR. 


The Massacre of Gen. Hicks Pasha 
and His Army, 


A Slave of Mahomet Bey Gives a 
Graphic Account of the March and 
the Attack—How the Square Was 
Broken—The Bravery of Hicks Pasha 
and His Officers, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Tonk. June 19.—Col. Colborne, who was at 
one time attached to the staff ot Gen. Hicks Pasha, 
sends to the London Daily News an account of the 
destruction of that unfortunate officer and his en- 
tire army of about 11,500 men. This account was 
narrated by one of the very few survivors of the 
massacre, a boy of 17, who was a slave of Mohamet 
Bey, an officer in Gen. Hick’s army. The narrative 
was taken down from the boy’s words, and is, in 
parts, as follows: 

“It was early dawn wheu we marched from Shat. 
We plunged into the desert, having turned our 
backs on the Nile that the greater part of our sol- 
diers were to see nomore. They had commenced 
their last march—the march from which there was 
to be no returning. No more would they greet the 
rising sun. With backs turned tothe East, every 
step they traced on the sand led on to the sunset 
the sunset of their lives. We now occasionally saw 


the enemy in the distance, in scattered groups in 
front, on our flanks, and we perceived, too, they 
were gathering in our rear; but when the cavalry 
were sent out against them they vanished 
mists in the morning sun; but they were 
DOGGING OUR FOOTSTEPS 

like wild beasts do their prey—siowly, but surely. 
We used to shell them and fire the Krupps at oo § 
From Shat we went to the Wells a heen 
from El Repshah to Helet Bonnee. Wo ale — 
kept two squares—a day’s march, 89 When 
Hic«s Pasha's square, consisting of 5 men, left 
that place, Alladeen Pasha's force, "consisting of 
6,500, occupied the position. We a marched to 
El J uama; from this to Agana. At 
length we reached hake Rahad. 
Tuis is a large swamp with pools of water. Tnere 
is always water here. It is on elevated ground 
with rocks and hills around. We had hoped the 
Togala tribes would join us here. Tuat is the rea 
son we had come this way—but they were afraid 
of the Arabs. I don't think Lake more 
than two and a half days’ journey * EI Obeid. 
Hicks Pasha built a fort here and placed in it 
four Krupp guns and nineteen smaller ones. We 
got here plenty of beans and melons and as much 
water as we wanted. We rested days. 
This was our lasi rest. The enemy were ually 
hemming us iu even here, and Hices Pasha deter- 
mined to push on at once to EI Obeid. The order 
was given to advance, and ali tenis were struck at 
daybreax. We had not matched an hour when the 
enemy, for * first time, commenced to fire, but 
from a long distance. No one was 
hit, or scarcely any one, but some 
camels were wounded. We hglted for the night 
and entreached ourselves with earthworks, putting 
a zareba outside again. The fires of the enemy at 
nigutfall played around. We remained here 
two days. We found some water, but had to 
search for it. We left at suorise and marched to 
Shekan where we again halted for twodays. The 
reason we did this was because we were now en- 
circied by our enemies and the camels began to 
fall irom the fire and soldiers to be wounded 

. We frum Shek 


third day, on our way to irkee, the cavalry went 
out ot tae square and encountered the enemy's 
horsemen, putting them to flight. Our cavalay then 
returned, bringiug with them several captured 
borses. This was when the sun was ounz. Our 
square continued to Move on shortly afterward, 
the sun being yet young. We heard a sound, 
‘W-h-o-o-h.’” Here the boy tried to give the idea 
of the galioping of horses. This waa the sound, he 
said they heard. and then presently all around 

WE SAW ARABS INNUMERABLE. 
The whole world surrounded us, and bayarey 
tlags were moving and spears gleaming in the sun- 
shine above the bush. One square was halted and 
opened fire, kiing a great many, but we, too, lost 
many. ‘There were too many bushes for the 
Krupp to do execution, but the machine guns were 
at work day aud night. Next morning, when we 
marched, | saw Arabs lying in six heaps, slain by 
these guns. Before we got to Shaueen we had nine 
Englishmen with us, besides Hicks Pasha. At first 
the Egyptians lay down to hide, but Gen. Hicks 
ordered ois English officers to go round and make 
them stand up. Some of the “English were killed 
when doing tuis, and Hicks took out his ket- 
book and wrote down the names and the time of 
day they were killed. At noon Hicks Pasha called 
au assemly to see who werealive. We waited for 
Abeden, who now joined us. The next morning we 
all marched off togetuer. We came to many large 
trees. An immense number of the enemy couid 
be seen by field glasses. The men deciared they 
would rather march on tieir i fighting and 
reach the water than stand s squares. 
so licks yielding to these remonstrances, continued 
to march on in square. It was neon, we were 
not far from Kei Quis. We could eee it We should 
have been tnere by noon, and there was abun- 
dance of water. I believe this is the same as it is 
written in our maps, Melheis. The rear face of 
one square was formed by the two black chatta- 
tions, one raised in Sennaar and the other from the 
Mudir of Sankett. It was noon just about this 
tine, Zyessa, a rush, terrible and sudden, sweeping, 
down uke the torrent from the mountain, was 
made. The Arabs burst upon our fron face in 
overwheiming numbers. It was swept away like 
chat before tne wind. Seeing this tae other sides 
of the square turned inward = 
commenced a death dealing fusilade, both 
the Arabs pressing into the square and into * 
other crossways. A terrible siaughter com 
Hicks Pasha and the few English officers left bi 
seeing all hope of retainmg order gone, sp 
their norses and sprang out of the confused 
of wounded, dead and dying.

BRUTAL CONTRACTORS. 


The Inhuman Treatment of Colored Con: 
victs Employed on Kallroads. 

New York, June 19.—A special to the Tribune 
from Columbia, S. C., says: The reports are renewed 
of the barbarous tre atinent of the colored convicts at 
work on the Savannah Valley Railroad in this State. 
Nine of these unfortunates have died recently, it is 
alieged, from the effecis of cruel treatment by con- 
tracfors employed by the railroad company. A 
few days a squad of eight convicts was returning 
from work to their camp when one of the number 
escaped. The next morning the remaining seven 
were stripped and beaten unmercifully, and ina 
short time one of them died from the effects of his 
whipping. On another occasion, a convict who saw 
a fellow prisoner attempting to file off his shackles 
and did not inform on him, was so frightfully 


whipped that he has not been able todo work 
since. Another convict was bound up with wires 
and beaten until his back was left raw from his 
neck down, and he is now lying in the camp in a 
very critical coudition. It is said tnat the eo. victs 
are called up at 2 o' clock in the morning in order 
to reach their place of work, which 1s five or six 
miles away; that they are worked until after dark, 
and tuat they do not get back to camp until 
about 9 o'clock at night. Only one hour 
for rest is allowed in the day, and that 
at dinner time. Seven disabied convicts from -the 
railroad camp arrived at the Penitentiary in this 
city lastenight. They were in a deplorable condi- 
tion, and were placed in the hospita:. By order of 
the Governor of the State, Superintendent Lips- 
comb and Surgeon Pope, the Penitentiary, have 
gone to the convict camp in Avbeville County, to 
make an official investigation into the matter. 
Tnere is little doubt that this investigation will show 
that ient case exists to justify the demand 
which was made so emphaticaily several months 
ago, upon the re of similar brutalities, that 
those exhibitions of inhumanity to these defense- 
less creatures shall Bencefortn be made impossible 
by abolishing the system of leasing convicts out- 
side of the Penitentiary.

SCHNEIDER'S CRIME. 


Mrs. Catherine Schneider, for whose murder her 
son, George, was hanged bere to-day was, at the 
time of her death, 74 years old. She was the mother 
of five living children. George, who murdered her 
aud who lived near Oxford, Butler County; Henry, - 
who lived near Darriown, hortavast of Oxford, and 
three married daughters. Mrs. Schneider lived 
alone ma small room m Hamiiton, Butler County, 
Ouio, doing her own work. She was very parsimon- 
ious and was kuown to have hoarded up $125, 
which she carried with her in a little basket wher- 
ever she went. She occasionally visited her children, 
but tor the most t took care of berself. 
Her visits were oftener with her daugaters than 
with her sous. On Friday afternoon, October 31, 
1834, she went with her son Henry's wife from 
Hamuton to Darrtown, carrying her little basket of 
money with ner. At Durrtown they ted, old 
dirs. Schneider going to her son Georges, two and 
a half iniles southwest, and dirs. Heary Schneider 
going to her home, one anda half mues north of 

arrtown. This was the last ever seen of the old 
woman alive, except by her unnatural son, who 
murdered ber, and oy his family. No more was 
heard of her until on Thursday, December 4, nearly 
five weeks later, when the murderer (George) and 
his wife visited his brother Henry, near Varrtown, 
and was asked:

Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

London, June 19.—The fat is agein in the fire. 
Several inspired statements in the papers this 
morning intimate that Salisbury is likely to refuse 
to take office unless he gets assurances from the 
Liberals that certain measures, the budget pro- 
posals, for instance, will not be opposed. This will 
be very unlikely. Yet it can be stated that the real 
trouble is quite different. It is a communication 
received from St. Petersburg that if Salisbury 
forms a ministry,and he and Churchill do not re- 
tract or explain satisfactorily their recent utter- 
ances about Russia and Russian officials, the 
Russian Ambassador will be withdrawn from Lon- 
don. The troubles closing round the Tories are 
almost insuperable. It is quite possible that in spite 
of the extreme anxiety of the majority of the 
party and those expecting remunerstive places, 
Salisbury will have to back out after all. 

CHURCHILL'S VICTORY 
turns out to be a compromise, for what he terms 

“the old gang,” is not got rid of yet. If a Cabinet 

is formed, Smith will be Secretary for War, and 

Cross Home Secretary. Salisbury has not ventured 

to take the responsibility for Ireland also, by mak-

SALISBURY'S DEMAND. 

The Marquis of Salisbury has hung up the re 
distribution bill in the House of Lords till Monday 
by a vote of 124 to 50. He demands the right to 
dissolve Parliament if defeated on the budget or 
otherwise, and will appeal tothe country on the 
old franchise. This avowal has created great ex- 
citement in the commons, and increasesthe uncer- 
tainty of the whole situation. Mr. Gladstone an- 
nounces that all correspondence between himself 
and Salisbury is referred to the Queen and will be 
published later. 

CONFERENCE OF CONSERVATIVES. 

Lonpon, June 19.—There was another conference 
of Conservatives this morning in the residence of 
the Marquis of Salisbury. As heretofore, all pres- 
ent were pledged to secrecy. The Marquis, in an 
open letter, writes that the imputation that the 
Conservatives desire war with Russia, is ridiculous. 
The necessity for such a letter, some Conservatives 
say, is due entirely to the recent secret conference 
of the leaders of the party. 

SALISBURY NOT READY. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon the Marquis 
of Salisbury stated that the situation of affairs had 
not yet reached a stage which would enabie him to 
make a statement to Parliament. The Lords there- 
upon adjourned until Tuesday. 

GLADSTONE AND SALISBURY. 

Inthe House of Commons this afternoon, Mr. 
Gladstone, in answer to questions, admitted that he 
was corresponding with the Marquis of Salisbury

CROWDS ARCUND THE PARLIAMENT HOUSE. 

Great crowds of people throng all the streets in 
the meighborhood of the Parliament House. The 
outpouring of the people to-day is greater by far 
than at any time since the beginning of the present 
crisis in public affairs. Tne police have 
great difficulty in keeping the entrancos, 
to the House of Parliament clear 
that members may have easy access. There is an 
unusually full attendance of mem bers 
to-day. The Liberals and Conservatives 
are occupying their usual seats.

The fleet uf escort 
will assemble in the vicinity of the Isere before 10 
o'clock, andjwill comprise the United States vessels,

' KILLED ON THE STREET. 


An Unknown Woman Crushed to Death on 
Fifth and Market Streets To-Day. 

An unknown woman was killed at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon on Fifth and Market streets. She had 
just started across the street and was near the 
northwest corner, when the front wheel of a heavy 
stake wagon, driven by Frank Marshall, struck her 
and mangied herto death. Those who saw the 
death were W. H. Buie, J. L. Overbeck, G. C.

She was insensible 
from the time of her first injury. Her scaip was 
frightfully toru. but her skull was not fractured.

Councilman James Seddon Explains 
His Resolution in the Municipal As- 
sembly Last.

The resoiution introduced dy Mr. James Seddons 
in the Council last night, and unanimously agreed 
upon, will dispatch Counselor Bell and Comptroller 
Campbell to Jefferson City to lay before the State 
Board of Equalization the St. Louis argument for a 
real equalization of the State assessment. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter called upon Mr. Seddons this 
morning and asked him what he thought would be 
the result of the mission of those two gentlemen.

In either case the same 
assessment is used for State purposes, you see, 
Well, the result is, of course, altogether unfair to 
St. Louis. I wish I could take the time to go up to 
Jefferson City and appear before the board; but it 
is out of the question I cannot do it.”

General Manager Taussig Replies to 
Mayor Francis’ Remarks About 
the Bridge.

What He Has to Say About the Freez 
ing-Out—Jay Gould's Interest in the 
Bridge—The Rates of Charges as 
Compared With Those of Other 
Bridges. 


In the testimony of Mayor Francis before the 
Cullom Investigating Committee yesterday, & 
question was asked by Senator Cullom with 
reference to the ratgs of toll on the St. Louis Bridge. 
and, according to the report of 
a morning paper, was rather surprised 
to learn that the rate was two cents per 100 
amounting, according to the Mayor, from $5to $8 a 
car. The Senator is credited with remarking, sotto 
voce: “Itisa legitimate question whether that 
bridge does not need regulating. The subjoined 
brief, but pointed, conversation followed. after a 


question by the Senator as to the ownership of the 
bridge: 

“The general impression prevails,” said Mayor 
Francis, “that it is owned by J Gould. The 
original stockholders, who live in St. Louis, are 
ali—”’ 


Freezed out!” interrupted Senator Cullom. 

Mayor Francis—Well. pnt it as you please, but 
they don’t own any stock now. 

With a view of discovering how near the 
facts Mayor Francis had spoken, and to obtain as 
much light as possible on the need of lations 
existing in the matter of charges, a Posr-Disrarog 
reporter called upon 

GENERAL MANAGER TAUSSIG 
of the St. Louis Bridge and Tunnel Company. Dr. 
Taussig was found in his office on the bridge and 
was snown the conversation between the Senator 
andthe Mayor. He read it carefully, and,from the 
expression of his face, was evidently not in 
s) pathy with the principals. 

“The remarks of Senator Cullom and of Mayor 
Francis,” said he, indicate only ignorance of the 
facts — — to the bridge. I have the highest re- 
spect for both these gentlemen, and regret only 
that no opportunity was given to me to set the 
matter before the commission in its true light. I 
am only astonished that the Mayor, to whom, in 
company with others, I recentiy had occasion to 
ex} — the real status and meaning of bridge ar- 
bitraries, should not have done us better justice.” 

ow about the ownership of the stock and the 
freezing out?” 

“That isan old story. The original stock of 
$4,000,000 was subscribed by St. Louis, New York 
and London peopie—about one-half by St. Louis, 
aud paid in dollar for dollar. The bridge. however, 
cost three times as much as was estima and 
took twice as long to build. Consequenily, tae 
money to finish it had to be dorro 
and it was plastered over with 
mortgages to such a degree that no amount of pos- 
sible revenue could have paid the interest on the 
debt. The bridge, therefore, had to be sold to sat- 
isfy the debt ana the stock had to hgo by the board. 
The stockhoiders simply made a investment, 
and paid the penalty of their folly, Even the bond- 
holders bad to sacrifice one-third of their principal 
and reduce the rate of interest to capitalize it so as 
to earn the 

PRESENT FIXED CHARGES.” 

“How much stock does Jay Gould own?” 

Mr. Gould does not own a single share nora 
single bond. He has no money interest in the 
bridge. The Missouri Pacific, of which he is Presi- 
dent, has an interest init as lessee. But that 
interest, sofar as the operations and the traffic 
management goes, isonan equal basis with every 
other road, without any otuer advantage. All 
roads are treated alike.” 

What is the object of the lease?" 

“The object is mainly to have the terminal opera- 
tions worked in accord. The Missouri Pacific, the 
Wabash anu the Bridge own real estate and tracks 
in St. Louis which interlace and overlap each other, 
and which, if operated separately, would create 
endless confusion and delay in the hand of 
goods. This object of the lease was explained to 
all the railroads ina circular letter immediately 
after the lease, and I challenge Mayor Francis or 
anybody else to bring me any complaint from any 
railroads from the smallest tothe biggest, that a 

erence has been shown, or discrimination made 
favor of any one against the other, whether 
lessee or non-lessee. I have managed this property 
since its existence. and managed it on that policy 
without ever having received instructions to the 
contrary by owner or lessee." 

“Now, as to rates. Mayor Francis’ remarks seem

Given Up for Dead, He Finds His Wife 
Married to Another.

In an undertaker shop, at No. 60 Carmine 
street, lies the embalmed body of Capt. Anto- 
nio Pelletier, who died at the Astor House on 
Sunday night, aged 66, of pneumonia. Bornin 
France, he early took to thé sea, and finally 
settled in the United States in 1552, and, be- 
coming a naturalized citizen, acquired property 
in various parts of the country, and became in- 
in manufacturing in Troy.

Scenes of Real Life and Death.

Some Observations on the Criminal 
Classes—Criminality Inherited and 
Crime Compulsory—The., Refuge of 
Drink. 


* 


Crime is a mystery to persons who have never 
taken the trouble to study its causes. To those who 
have penetrated the homes of éur petty criminals 
watched their wretched lives, and studied their 
habits and characters, it is no mystery at all. The 
mystery lies in quite another direction, and persons 
acquainted with the subject wonder, not why crime 
is committed, but how so many manage to keep out 
of it. After studying the dangerous classes” in 
London, Eng., Paris, Toronto, Montreal, Chicago, 
St. Loula, and other large cities, walking and mov- 
ing amongst them, visiting them in prison and at 
home, gaining their confidence, and watching their 
lives, our opinion is that the judges, police and 
others in charge mistake the causes of what they 
are pleased to call the innate depravity of the 
poor. Their criminal tendency, as a rule, does not 
arise from innate depravity at all—save ex- 
ceptionally. We meet with a case of such here 


and there, but much, very much, more frequently 
amongst the rich than the r. Cases of inherent 
depravity amongst the destitute are so exceptional 
that we can afford to ignore them altogether. 
When they do exist they are commoner amongst 
i ory pe ic petty criminality { 

© great cause of chron 0 1 8 
inherited tendency and example. The parents 
have become vicious possibly from inheritance, 
more probably from misery, poverty, degradation 
or other reasons. Whatever the cause, they have 
lived and died in a continual atmosphere of rowdy- 
ism. Their children, born during this career, in- 
herit the tendency, which is 1 1 and 
clinched by example and precept during those im- 
mature years of infancy and childhood, when the 
plastic mind receives all its impressions and the 
character is being formed for life. That the chil- 
dren of vicious = when taken from their 
homes and associates in early youth, can be com- 
cogs 4 reformed, has been conclusively proven 
y iss McPherson of London, land, 
and by our own city Houses of Correction. 
But the cause of causes, and the one most per- 
sistently ored in dealings with the criminal 
classes, is despair, as represented by poverty, mis- 
ery, squalor, filth and degradation. None but those 
who have been through it can have any idea of the 
1 tendency of poverty. unger has 
nothing whatever to dowith it. Any man or 
woman who has ten cents’ worth of grit sprinkled 
through their veins can starve for from two to five 
days at a stretch and say nothing about it. The 
writer of this article has been there, and 
from experience. Hunger is not painful, save to 
those who work themselves into a state of excite- 
ment which their weakened bodies cannot stand. 
The only suffering connected with starvation durip 
the first eight or ten days is an occasional feeling o 
deadly faintness, which rarely lasts more than Half 
an hour, and during which you can sit or lie down 
till it is over. After the third day even n 
away, aud for some time afterwards steadily in- 
creasing weakness is all you have to bear. Wheth- 
er suffering comes with approaching death we are 
not able tostate, but should judge that death 
from starvation would be less painful than death 
from many other causes. There is, therefore, no 
cause for dread or even degradation in the mere 
fact of being short of food. Any one accustomed 
to hunger dreads it but little—the more so because 
after the second or third day the very desire for 
ood passes away. 

THE DEGRADATION OF POVERTY 
lies in the contempt which it brings from your fel- 
low-creatures—the wish to be honest and the con- 
stant necessity of being dishonest. The fact that 
persons have trusted you for the gecessaries of life, 
room rent and other trifles, believing in your prom- 
ise to pay, while you, though ready almost to sacri- 
fice your life to pay them, are obliged in one way 
or another to abuse their trust. The fact that 
though naturally honest you aref to petty 
meannesses and tricks which make you loathsome 
in your own sight, the feeling that you cannot dress 
yourself so as to avoid the pitying scorn of those 
better dressed than yourself. ere is where the 
degrading influences of poverty come in. 
Oftentimes they drive a man or woman 
to despair; yet when he ceased 
to dread these things his self-respect is gone, and, 
as Cannon Farrar remarks: *‘When that sheet an- 
chor is once lost, the beat is drifting rudderless 
upon the open sea, ready to be broken to pieces on 
the sharp-polnted rocks, or ed against the iron- 
bound shore.” Itisthose who have been through 
all this, and become hardened, or who have been so 
reared in rags and filth ard squalor as to have lost 
their birthright before they are conscious of its 
possession; who develop inte our jail birds and 
become the soldiers forming the great army of our 
dangerous classes, our disturbers of the peace, our 
drunkards and our prostitutes. 
After some years of study, research and experi- 
ence on the subject, lam disposed to tabulate the 
causes of crime in large cities as follows: The 
principal one for whica it is difficult to find a pre- 
vious cause, and which we may, therefore, term the 
first great cause of crime, is overcrowding—the 
herding together of masses of people into corners 
a few miles square, where earth and air is all util- 
ized to form resting places for hundreds of thou- 
sands of human beings. Putting this aside as an 
innate proclivity of mankind, which is almost 
beyond remedy in the present state of civilization, 
we take 100 as our factor, and, placing misery and 
destitution first, rate it at 60 per cent. Next comes 
heritage and example, for which we will allow 35 
per cent, leaving but 5 per cent for innate depravity, 
and we are inclined to suspect that even that is too 
large a proportion by at least one-half. 
HOMES, HAUNTS AND HABITATIONS. 

Those of our readers who doubt our statements 
respecting the degrading and criminating influences 
of poverty, we invite to ke a walk with us 
through some of the worst slums of St: Louis. They 
are in the Third District, and will not take our com- 
panion's time very sorely, since three places will be 
sufficient to visit, though there are hundreds such. 
We issue a special invitation to those Christian“ 
ladies who, with everiasting fuss and flourish, many 
meetings and a great deal of visiting in kid gloves 
and high heeled boots, labor under the delusion 
that they relieve a great deal of misery and reclaim 
@ great many heathens, Asa mayer of fact, all 
the good and all the harm they do added together 
(and the latter predominates) is not worth the 
trouble of reckoning. It must rather amuse their 
Master, who had not where te lay his head, and 
who touched with his own hands the diseased and 
leprous, to see these ladies luxuriating in fasbion- 
abie Christianity and satin dresses. drawing away 
their rich skirts in horror and disgust from such 
scenes and individuals as those to which we are 
about to introduce them.
